Nd God ſaid, Let thete bee Lights in the 
Firmamentof the heauen, to ſeparate the 

day from the night: And let them befor fignes 
and ſor ſeaſons, and for dayes, and for yeeres, 
Gen. 1. 14. Not without cauſe then may one 
wonder at our times, when the trueſt vſe of 
Gods inſtruments is ſo much neglected in our 
Computations. And againe, fince this ſaying is 
ſo diuers times confirmed in Scripture , for the 
celebration of ſome of the chiefeſt Feaſts,g00d 
cauſe is offered for the reformation, Antonius 
Wins and Aloyſius by the authoricie of Gregorie 
A 3 che 
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the 13 did amend. this quantitic of the yeere, 
which euer ſince hath been ratified bey ond the 
ſea, and by realon of difference of time ſince 
their correction, vo (mall error hath crept in, in 
difference of dayes. Neither do l know any rea- 
ſon why now it may not beamended/ were this 
labour vndertaken by ſome of mare iudgment 
then my ſelfe) and confirmed by our Soucraign 
King, which yeere might well be called wagnus 
Jacobi annus, as well as the other Julian and Gre 
gerian. But in politike affaires I know not what 
inconucnicnce might enſue, therefore I will 
touch the matter it ſelfe, leauing the reforma- 
tion to others. Certes in the beginning of | 
Chriſts dme, becauſe our compurations are 
from his incarnation, there were (mall error, but 
procelle of yecres hath brought in much, the 
cauſe proceedes from the ouermuch Quantitie 
of the Julian yet re, by a 11. min. 15. ec. which 
ſmall quantitie in many yeeres ſurmount to ma- 
ny dayes, as this pre lent 1619, to 12 dayes, 15 
houres, 33 minut. 45 ſec. theſe are to bee ex- 
empted from the Iulian veere , ſo as the firſt day 
ofour vſuall lanuatie is to bee tearmed the 13. 
The firſt day of this laſt reformed accompt is to 
begin the 20 of December of the old yere 2618 
in the old accompt, and the 3o in the late re- 
formed.

By this rule then you ſee, that all the im- 
mooueablc Feaſts and dayes (ſo tearmed) are to 
bee kept full twelue dayes before their time ac- 
cuſtomed, excepting thoſe of later inſtitution, 
as the Powder-treaſon, & c. Concerning the 
Feaſts immooueable, ſithence there is ſo great 
anticipation , as ſometimes the ſpace of five 
weekes, and this preſent yeere of one, I wil here 
adde the. reaſon, which is out of Exodus chaps. 
12, verſ. 2. where the Iſraelites bee commaun- 
ded to keepe their Paſſeouer on the tenth day 
of their firſt moneth Niſan , which beginneth 
at the entrance ofthe Sunne into the Equinox, 
and becauſe Chriſt ſuffered on the fifteenth day 
of the Moone, Victor firſt inſtituted, and the Ni- 
cene Councell haue decreed and confirmed. 
that Eaſter ſnould be celebrated the next Sab- 
both, after the full Moone , after the Sunnes 
entrance into Aries. Thus conſequently, moſt

This John Baptiſt vnderſtood ot 
Chriſt and himſelfe: for hee was borne at the 
Summer ſolſtice, and Chriſt when the nights be- 
gan to ſuorten, and the dayes to increaſe: to ſig- 
nifie (as the Moralilts expound) that the darke- 
neſſe of ſinne and ignorance being expulſt, the 
earth might be filled with the knowleuge ot the 
Lord, and wor kes of vertue.

T Þe 13 of September at 2 of the clocke 15 min. iu 
the afternoone, the Sunne en ers the firſt grate 
of the Equi-diurnall ſigne Libra, adducing our au⸗ 
tumnall Quarter; and embalancing his raics with 
equa l poize to all terrenall inhabitance. 
Eate maze guantitie, foꝛ now the vertue of dige= 
ſtion is moze quicke, and retraine exceſſe in dꝛinke. 
Now it remaineth that J anne xe the diſpoſition 
of the peere,and accidents now enſuing: know ther⸗ 
koze that from the poſitions of the rayes , ofthe ſu⸗ 
pꝛeme and luminious bodies, on this opacrous globe 
ot the earth with phiſicall comeures, I conclude, 
that Winter will pꝛoue warme, with ſeldome froſts, 
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oft times diſgo:ging wet; ſo conſequentiy vnwhole⸗ 
ſome, and a hinderauce to Sowers, as alſo obnoxi⸗ 
ous to the ſerd that is ſowen. Foꝛaſmuch as J find 
the 1o:d of the firſt houſ: in the xt, it toꝛeſhewes 
loſſe by ſeruants, and that the ruſtickes will enuit 
their ſuperio:s. The parts affected with infirmi- 
ties are the armes, thighes, feet, liner, ſtomacke, 
the diſeaſes phlegmaticall, and melancholicall, as 
Sciatica, Arthrites, Ordema, crampes, Dzopſles, called 
Aſcites, Diatrbæa, &c. But inaſmuch as the Sunnes 
annuarie recourſe to that indiuiſſble point of the 
Fodiacke, from which he firſt digreſſed, is pꝛimari⸗ 
ly to be reſpected in all aſtrologitall judgements : Þ 
w. u the longer inſiſt vpon this vernal Quarter, and 
pet with what bꝛeuiti: J can, lay open the accidents 
of this Phœoominic. And now the earth begins to

np robb:rics perpetrated , as alſo contentions and 
enuious ſimulties amongſt religious perſons. The 
rather, becauſe both the infoztunes bee aboue the 
earth,p:efiguring grienous occurrences and durable. 
Fnding the aconitali pꝛeſence of M in S, to which 
Agne the Noztherne Citie is dedicated, it pꝛemon⸗ 
ſcrates multitude of peſtilence and ſubitane moꝛta⸗ 
litie, diminution of wealth , cuerſion of buildings, 
tranlplantation of the richer ſoꝛt from place -_ 
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te, ac. J doe not meane here to wake an curtous 
analyſu, deciphering out the locall poll riens ofall the 
lights : but bzicfly as J can ſum mon vp their influ= 
ences, without topicall reſpect to any deſined place: 
All happy pꝛoſpetitie will attend the people thoſe of 
better ſozt, adding many friendly allectiues to recre= 
ate them in ſpozts and paſtimes. The ignoble ple= 
beian rank:will generally be ſubtect to Fates cap= 
tiuitie, and vndergoe mary perillous a mo: tall ma= 
ladies cauſed ot phlegme and melancholy. Retrogra- 
dat ion of mens ſubſtance( as I may call it of the ſig⸗ 
nificato2s affect) is to be feared though loſſe of great 
cattell,occult enemics,and impiſonments. Shot 
journeys gainfull and fo:tunate , pleaſing rumcurs 
from farre diuulged. Manylitig'ous ſutes fox here= 
diments, Legacies , and reliques of the dead, long 
tourncys, which foz the mot part will pꝛoue Douth 
weſt laudable,pleaſant,not p:ofitable: women inthe 
beginning of the reuslution inkoꝛtunate, dy reaſon of
